In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this 

action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-19, drawn to a heat exchanger/ fuel cell. 

Group II, claim(s) 20-29, drawn to a process of fabricating a heat exchanger. 

Group III, claim(s) 30-41, drawn to an aluminum alloy product. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and II do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they 
lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following 
reasons: 

The existence of an anticipatory reference, or of one or more references 
demonstrating that one or more independent claims lack novelty, establishes 
that the species do not relate to a single general inventive concept. As set forth 
in MPEP 1850: 

The expression "special technical features" is defined in PCT Rule 13.2 as 
meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each 
of the inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art . . . 
Whether or not any particular technical feature makes a "contribution" 
over the prior art, and therefore constitutes a "special technical feature," 
should be considered with respect to novelty and inventive step. For 
example, a document discovered in the international search shows that 
there is a presumption of lack of novelty or inventive step in a main 
claim, so that there may be no technical relationship left over the prior 
art among the claimed inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features, leaving two or more related 
independent claims without a single general inventive concept. 
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In this case there are both the Y references cited against claims 20-28 of 
the PCT application noted on the International Search report, and US 
Published application 20030098145 to Tada et al. teaching that it is known 
to coat heat exchangers intended for fuel cell applications with fluoride. 
Such a teaching combined with any conventional showing of the common 
use of Al-Si braze clad layers on furnace brazed heat exchanger 
structures would demonstrate the lack of an inventive step of at least 
claim 1 of the present application. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete 
must include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even 
though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification 
of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without 
traverse.

Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. 
See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in 
accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims 
should be amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product 
claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. 
Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 35 
U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by 
the examiner before the patent issues.
